Paw tucket. R. I., Ju n e 13.— Fo r tho 
ft ret tim e In tho history of the city 
bayonets In the hands of soldiers or 
dc red out by tho governor of tho stnte 
to suppress riotous disturbances, glts- 
tened Sn tho streets of Pawtucket. 
The astonishing Increase In tho num­ 
ber of lawless acta directed against 
tho Union Traction company, whoso I 
union mon have been on strike since 
June ‘J. and tho inability of tho limited 
police force and deputy sheriffs to sup 
press rioting, Induced Governor K im ­ 
ball to call out the m ilitia. 
Numerous 
scones of 
disorder o< - 
furred during the day and more than a 
icon* of persons wore injured, one fa­ 
tally. 
lu tin* presence of 
about a 
thousand persons and tho m ilitia, Ad 
pliant General Sackett read tho riot 
act. 
The city was taken possession 
of by the militia. 
A provisional regi­ 
ment was formed composed of compa­ 
nies from the First and Second regi­ 
ments, with the First battalion of c av­ 
alry. 
The regiment responded to an 
emergency call promulgated by Gov 
ernor Kim ball and Brigadier General 
Herbert S. Tanner assumed command. 
In the afternoon orders were issued 
calling out the Third division of tin 
naval reserves and the machine gun 
battery. 
The ti rat disturbance was at the city 
line. 
Pursuing the custom followed 
during the s tiike. the United Traction 
company's cars were stalled from the 
Pawtucket avenue car house near the 
line dividing Pawtucket and 
P ro vi­ 
dence, and on one c ar were a number 
of deputy sheriffs.

lowed at intervals by three others. 
W h e n the cars reached Paw tucket 
and E a st avenues, trouble began.

CITY IS BEATEN 
IN ITS LAW SUIT 


Judge Bientt Holds Ordinance 


Governing Fire Limits Exceeds 


Charter Rights. 


CASE IN QUESTION DISMISSED. 


Judge Also Decides Building *as 


Not Damaged to Exceed 


Fifty per Cent. 


This morning the case of the Pity 
of Brainerd vs. Anton Isaacson anti 
others was called again before Judge 
Blewitt. 
It will be remembered that 
these men were arrested as they 
started to repair the McGinnis build­ 
ing on Seventh street south,formerly 
occupied by W illiam Costello as a 
saloon, the same having lieen dam* 
aget) considerable 
by fire a ‘'bort 
time ago. 
The arrest was made under the 
city charter, wh ch governs such 
cases, the claim of the city being 
that the building was damaged to 
the extent of fifty per cent of its 
value and therefore could not be re­ 
paired without a permit from the 


city council. 
Polk 
Polk appeared for the de­ 
fendants in the suit, but they did not 
find it necessary this morning to put 
any of their witnesses on the stand 
as the case was dismissed imme­ 
diately after the evidence by the city 
had been submitted. 
Judge Blew itt dismissed the case 
on the ground that the building was 
not damaged to the extent of fifty 
per cent. 
It was attempted to show 
on the witness stand that the struc 
ture wherein the saloou was located 
was divided into two buildings and 
that the building in (juestion. the 
front part was damaged more than 
fifty per cent, but the court held 
that it was ail one building. 
The 
complaint was not drawn up to cover 
the buildings located south of the 
saloon as it covered the building only 
o.i lot 19, and the other building* are 
on lot 20. 
Another very 
interesting point 
was brought out by the court. 
Sec­ 
tion 82 of the city charter reads that 
the city council for the purpose of 
guarding against calamaties of fire 
shall have the power to prescribe the 
limits within which wooden buildings 
which shall not be considered fire­ 
proof, or which shall be regarded 
dangerous to surrounding property, 
shall not be erected, removed or re­ 
paired and to prohibit the repairing 
of wooden buildings within the fire 
limits when the same shall have been 
damaged to the extent of the fifty 
per cent or more of the value thereof. 
The ordinance in such cases provided 
states that no buildings shall be 
erected, enlarged or repaired with­ 
in the boundaries of such fire limits 
until a permit is given by the city 
council. Nothing is said in the char­ 
ter about a permit and the court 
held that the ordinance exceeded the 
charter rights. 
It is now stated that the*men will 
-- 
go to work the first thing Monday 
morning, but City Attorney Crowell 
will fight the matter further. 
There 
is some talk that the city council 
may declare the building a nusiance 
and thus defeat the attempt to have 
it repaired* 
Then again an injunc­ 
tion may be secured restraining the 
men from going to 
work.
